Please amend page 1, line 1 as follows: 

-This application is a 371 of PCT/US02/39680, filed 12/1 1/07, which claims 
benefit of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/341 ,076, filed 12/12/01 .- 

In The Claims 

Claim 17, delete "skin" in line 6. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach a device for supplying oxygen to a patient for treatment of a wound 
or condition comprising a phosphoric acid treated ion conducting membrane for 
electrochemically producing oxygen, in combination with the other recited elements. 
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3. The prior even further fails to teach a device for supplying oxygen to a patient for 
treatment of a wound or condition, comprising "a portable oxygen generating device for 
supplying oxygen to the wound, said device comprising an anode, a cathode, a power 
source and a phosphoric acid treated ion conducting membrane for electrochemically 
producing oxygen. 

4. The prior art also fails to teach a method for treating wounds or conditions using 
an electrochemical cell comprising the step of "diffusing the neutral spaces through a 
ion conducting membrane to a phosphoric acid treated porous anode mounted in the 
housing", in combination with the other recited steps.
